Great Increase in Production 


Of Airplanes Emphasized 


Since Pearl Harbor, the United 
States has turned out a grand total 
@f 171,257 planes, having a total 
airframe weight of 1,430,000,000 
pounds, according to a pre-invas- 
ion summary of aircraft product- 
ion progress released today by 
Charles B. Wilson, chairman of the 
Aircraft Production board, and T. 
P. Wright, director of the Aircraft 
resources contro] office in Wash- 
ington. 

United States output for the first 
four months of this year amounted 
to 35,009 planes, averaging’ a plane 


| every 5 minutes round the clock 


(excluding Sundays)—340 on every 
working day. The total U. S. out- 
put for 1944 will be 100,000 planes, 
and the total cost of the 1944 air- 


| craft program will be approxi- 
. mately $21,300,000,000. 


The aircraft production officials 
recalled that in January, 1940, the 
U. §. turned out a total of only 267 
planes (1,500,000 pounds, including 
spare parts), in contrast to the 
production of the record number 
of 9,117 (weighing 101,400,000 
pounds, including spare parts) in 
March of the current year. 

By numbers, the output of plan- 
es expanded 3400 per cent bes veen 
January, 1940 and March, 1944. By 
weight—2a. more meaningful yard- 
stick of progress- -the percentage 
increase for the same period was 
6800 per cent. The average air-
